Shrubs and trees, nursery-grown 
in containers, however, may be 
transplanted throughout the spring 
and summer, provided plants are 
watered properly. Container-grown 


nursery stock has become a pop¬ 
ular and effective method to intro¬ 
duce more shrubs into gardens 
during the growing season. 

(Remove containers before plant¬ 
ing. If you see roots on the sides 
of the ball, make several vertical 
cuts with a knife to prevent roots 
from continuing to grow in a circle. 
It is not necessary to remove the 
burlap from balled and burlapped 
plants. It will decompose in a 
short time. However, make several 
slits through the burlap on the 
sides of the ball alter the plants 
have been set in the planting hole 
to hasten root penetration. 

Bare rooted plants must have 
,their roots spread out to full 
length to take the greatest ad¬ 
vantage of moisture and fertilizer.

Water Safety Week 


In the days of ancient Greece and Rome, swimming was rated highly 
and was actually stressed in the training of warriors. 

Throughout the middle ages people generally believed swimming (or 
outdoor bathing) helped spread epidemics like the black plaque which swept 
the continent of Europe. Swimming, even contact with water, became associ¬ 
ated with death. 

It wasn’t until the second half of the 19th century that medieval pre¬ 
judice bepan to lose its hold on people and aquatic activities became more ac¬ 
cepted, gradually more popular, 

Today most people enjoy the water. But a look at the drowning rate 
for a single summer — even though it has decreased yearly during the past 
26 years — would make you wonder if some people have any respect for the 
water at all.

SAD QUANDARY 


A three-man executive committee of the Ontario NDP has recommend- 
ded that the party dissolve its extremist radical left wing, the Waffle. The 
committee said the Waffle was a threat to the structure and direction of the 
NDP as a whole. 

The Waffle, formed in 1969, is violently anti-American, although the 
inspiration for some of its ideas obviously comes from the American New Left. 
It calls for ,a radical take-over of Canadian industries and banks, which 
means, also, the elimination of American ownership in Canada. These are cam¬ 
pus notions (Waffle leadership is heavily weighted with academics) that have 
little relationship to living realities. Some academic minds are quite unable to 
realize the agonizing gulf that separates the pleasing or exciting theory from 
the accomplished fact. 

Needless to say, millions of Canadians know that in the extremely un¬ 
likely event of the Waffle having its way they would likely be living on bread 
and water for a whole generation. 

As far as the NDP ,is concerned, dissolving the Waffle 'would |have seri¬ 
ous reprecussions. The party is dedicated to democratic socialism which means 
using public ownership as "a selective tool of economic planning.” This is a 
far cry from the Waffle policy and a separation would appear to be unavoid¬ 
able on /the grounds ',of .ideology, but to what extent would it weaken the 
NDP? 

Stephen Lewis, Ontario NDP leader, has regretted that he did not take 
action long ago. With a federal election almost certain to come within a few 
months, ia party whose provincial counterpart has torn off one of its limbs 
in full public view will present a weak image. 

Waffle Leader James Laxer has said he wants to remain in the party, 
though the executive committee’s decision, which has been approved by the 
NDP provincial executive, may* have made him modify this view. 

As Mr. Lewis has said, “When solidarity goes, confusion takes over.” 
Presumably the NDP has to set its house in order whatever the cost. And that 
might well be considerable in terms of supporters and contributions, partic¬ 
ularly in Toronto where the Waffle is apparently strongest. 

It would be better for the NDP in the short view if it were able to 
soft pedal !the dissension produced by the Waffle until the next party con¬ 
vention, which might well be after the forthcoming federal election But the 
tempo has quickened in recent weeks and dissolving the Waffle seems more 
urgent now. 

It has now passed apparently from whether to when. I 


B.C.T.F. Fiddles While A-G Acts 

While the British Columbia Teachers’ Federation have been planning 
political battle strategy and condemning the government for its educational 
legislation, they have, according to A. E. Hall, registrar of companies neglec¬ 
ted to do their homework in the matter of electing officers. 

NEWS ITEM — A. /E. )Hall, Registrar of companies 6ays the BCTF is 
not electing its officers according to the Societies Act. Mr. Hall said in his 
report, the teachers were using the delegate system of voting contrary to the 
1961 amendment to the societies act that requires all members to vote for 
their officers. 

This brings into question and doubt in the minds of the public all of 
the actions of the BCTF in recent years. If as, Mr. Hall says, there have been 
irregularities the BCTF should be meted out the same treatment as any other 
non-profit organization. 

If at is proven the BCTF has icontravened the laws of B.C., /the actions 
of federation officers since the contravention, could be deemed illegal and 
their policies, even though passed by those present at bona fide conventions 
or while in caucus would be ultra vires. 

Some of the policies suggested by these officers have been opposed by 
sections of their membership and disliked by an area of the British Columbia 
population. 

As a result of this exposure the public can only express a feeling — 
the teachers instead of challenging the political arena, should clean their own 
house first, stay within the boundaries of their teaching area and become 
more dedicated to teaching children. 

When they have regained their dignity as a profession, they would be 
in a position to properly protest any inequities their membership might feel 
is warranted.
